W HEREAS au Act was passed in the Third and Eourth Preambl*.

o Sixth and Seventh Years of the Reign of Her present Majesty-, 
intituled “ An Act to amend an Act of the Third and Fourth Years 
“ of Her present Majest}-, for the Regulation of Municipal Coi’pora- 
“ tions in Ireland:” And whereas a Local and Personal Act •was 
passed in the Eighth and Nint’u Years of the Reign of Her said 
10 Majesty, intituled “ An Act for the Improvement of the Borough s & 9 Viet. 
“ of Belfast,” which last-recited Act was amended hy the Local and 
Personal Acts following, that is to say, Ninth and Tenth Victoria, sonal.) 
Chapter Two hundred and nmety-four. Tenth and Eleventh Victoria, 

Chapter Two hundred and fiftj'-four, and Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
15 Victoria, Chapter One himdred and eight; and the said several 
Acts are now in operation in the Borough of Belfast: And whereas 
it is expedient that the Boundaries of the said Borough, as

the Boiuidaries of the several M'ards into whieli the same is divided 
s^huuld be altered, and that the maximum Scale of rating upon 
Property above the uniuial Value of Eighty Pounds liable to be 
rated umler the said thirdly-recited Act should be reduced : And 
whereas the same caimot be ctfected without the Atithority of Pavlia- 5 
meut : May it theretbre plea.se Your Majesty that it may be enacted ; 
and be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Ma-jesty, by and 
with tlie Advice and Consent of the Lords .Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Cionnnon.s, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows ; (that is to .say,) Id 

I. In citing- this Act for anv Purpose, it sliall be sutficieut to use 
the Expression “ The Belfast Borough Extension Act, 1853.” 

II. So much of the said lir.stly-recited Act as relates to the Boun- 
daries of the Borough of Belfast, and to the Bouudaiies of the Waixls 
into A\ hich the said Borough i.s divided, shall he and the same i.s hereby 15 
repealed, and in lieu thereof the Boundaries of the said Borough, and 

(jf the Ei^•e Wards into Avhich the same is divided, shall for the Pur- 
poses of this Act he according to the Description of such Boundaries 
respectively set forth in Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed; and all 
the Houses, Lands, and Hereditaments within the Boundaries therein 20 
specified, slmll, from and after the Conimencement of tliis Act, be 
Parts of the said Borough, to all Intents and Purposes as if the said 
Boundaries had been fixed and specified iu the said firstly-recited Act, 
and iu the Constmetiou of the Description of such Bouudaiies the 
Rules in the said last-mentioned Act contained shall be observed. 25 

III. All the Powers and Provisions of the said recited Acts and of 
all other Acts altering, amending, or enlarging the same or any of 
them, shall, so far as they are now in force and tne unvepealed by and 
are not inconsi.stent with the Provisions of this Act, extend and applj^ 

to the Borough of Belfast, and to the several Wards thereof, and to 30 
the Inhabitants of the said Borough as extended and defined by 
this Act. 

IV. Provided always, That it shall and may be lavvTid, within so 
much of the Manor of Belfast as lies beyond the Boundaries of the 
.said Borough as defined by the said first-recited Act, for any Person 35 
to sell or expose for Sale any Butter, Milk, Eggs, Poultry, Fruit. Fish, 

or Vegetables for the domestic Consumption of the Buyer at or near 
to the Premises of either the Oumer of such Commodity or of the 
Person to whom the same may be sold or offered for Sale. 

V. So much of the said thirdly-recited Act as authorizes the 40 
Council^ once in every Year, to be computed from the First Day of

January iu each Year, or ot’tcner if they sliall think it necc-ssarv, 
to make One or more Rate or Rates, Assessment or Assessments, 
upon the Occupiers of all Houses, Buildings, Tenements, Quays, 
Wharfs, <iud other Hereditaments Avithiu the Limits of the said Act 
5 exceeding Eighty Pounds annual Value, so as such Rates or Assess- 
ments do not exceed in any One Year the Sum of Four Shillings and 
Sixpence in the Pound on the annual Value of the same, >hall bo 
and the same is hereby repealed ; aud in lieu tlscreof, it shall be 
laAAdul for the Coimcil, once in e\'ery Year, from and after the Cjaiu- 
10 mencement of tliis Act, to be computed from the First Day of Ja- 
nuary in each Year, or ofteiicr if they shall think it ncccssan', to 
make One or more Rate or Rates, Assessment or Assessments, upon 
the Occupiers of all Houses, Buildings, Tenements, Quays, Wharfs,

Bovough as dctinocl bv this Act tvhicli shall not for the Time being 
be lightetl and watched under the Provi.dons of the said thirdly 
recited Act. 

VIII. The Provisions in the said Local and Personal Act of the 
Tenth and Eleventh Victoria, Chapter Two hundred and fifty-four, 5 
Section Thirty-seven, contaijicd, relating to the Eoyal Belfast 
Academical Institution and the Belfast Academy, shall extend and 
appiv to the Queen’s College at Belfast, and to the Court-house and 
(iaol of the Count'.- of -Antrim, and to the Lands held with such 
Court-house and Gaol, so long as the same shall he held and occupied 10 
by tlic Granfl Jury of tlic said County for County Purposes. 

IX. This Act shall commence and have Effect on and from the 
First Day of December next after the passing of this Act. 

X. The Costs, Charges, and Expenses of applying ibr, obtain- 
ing, and passing- this Act, or preparatory or incident thereto, shall 15 
be paid and discharged by the Treasurer of the Borough of Belfast 
out of the Borough rmid.
